I respectfully state that the cardinal point of our Bovire!'s policy 
toward foreifn countries is to contribute towards the maintenance and 
development of world peace by firmly establishine interrasionAl relations 
which are based on Justice and fairness, For this purposN ouy Government 
has decided to renew the friendship of food neighbors and further to 
Proceed resolutely t- achieve the creat work of establishing a new order 
in Greater Zas: Asia, at? all Classes, hich anu low, have united in doing 
their best witn th-ir utmost enthusiasm. In spite of both Cermany and 
Italy having been the Tirst to act in harmony with us and take a cooperative 
attitude, unfor: “ately the various countries liv Mviteta ene Anericn have 
not understood th: roe} intention of our Empire on* +: civcumstancoes in 
East Asia: still worse, they have been disturbir- our “yplre's peeceful 
undertakings. 


It is simply deplorable for world peace that we have toe, driven to 
such a situation in which the stability of East Asia is dinied to us and 
consequently ths wuot of disaster mignt be left uneradicatei for e hundred 
years to come, if we s:crvle allow the Circumstances fo as tnoy would, 


I will now describe the recant circumstances of international relations 
and the outline Of what the E:nizve has done in Carryine out its National 


Policy, and submit this for Imperial decision, 


1. The Carrying out of the Chino-Japanese Incident and the 

establishment of the Creator East Asia Co-nrosperity Svhere 
Gvarantees the existence of the Empire, and at the samo time 
these are the foundation stonos for the stability of Fast Asia. 
The Empire is indenenderitin Carcring thate oxy aud will permit 
no intorferenco by the Powers, 


Simultaneouaiy vith the conclusion of thr Chinc-Japanos- basis 
Bereement on Newvanuerz Soth of last year, the ¥notre recorpnizod 

the Nanking Goverument, thus the China Incidont Meried a creat 
phase. Since then the Empire has cooperated in prontine and 
strenzthoning of the Baid Government, and on the other hand, it 
has continued to apply military pressuro to the Chiane Kai-shek 
Rogime to urgzo it to reconsider the matter, Neoveriheless, wo 
havo failed in @isillusionine the Clhiane Rerime after the tour 
and a half years! Holy War, -thouch conspicuous disturbances are 
found in them due to the shortare of f00ds and materials, financial 
stringency, and the alienation of public feeline. It is # clear 
fact that the Situation has come chiefly from tin internotional 
Situation, in particular, from the support or doth Friteon and 
America. Above all, we must pay oxtreme attentior 45 4&h- Tact 
that they /tho Chiane Kai-shek frerizo/ ure MaIntioncn theies 
present attitude, blindly belicvine tho preriganda cf Privsin 

and Anmoriece that the European War will, after all, terminate in 
victory for Britain and Anerica, and thet the finance and economy 
of the Imire will 20 to ruin sooner or leter. And now, I beliove 
it would be absolutely difficult for tho 2mpire to expect success— 
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If course, the Japsneac Government, which leid the stabilizetionr 
6f Nast Asia to ho; nd had cherished pep *sire to hrine about

JAPAN aims at in the var avcainst both the United 
States and Great Rritain is to eliminate thesimmédinte 
threat ty both rowers to the Emnire's existence and to 
end their unlewful interference with the stability end 
irndenendence of EAST ASIA. 

The pressure against the Fmpire from the UNITFD STATIS 
and GR'AT RRITAIN constitutes more of en immecinte 
threat to the Fmrire's verv existence rather than an 
ohstacle to the Emrire's demand for her right to live or 
for lebensraum, 


The pro-CHIANG nolicy which the UNITED STATES and 
BRITAIN have been following and the CHIANG regime's 
nolicy of reliance vron the UNITED STATFS and BRITAIN 
are displeasing to the Empire. However, the Fmpire aims, 
on the one hand, to convert ultimetely the onti-Japanese 
CHINA under control of the CFI‘SNG regime /a policy of/ 
co-operation with JAPAN and, on the other hend, to 
correct the UNITED STATES' and BRITAIN's traditional 
attitude of regarding the Fer Fastern countries as their 
denendencies, and make them retreat to a rosition where 
they would have to give up nermanently the idea of un- 
lawful meddling and interfrronce with the stability ane 
inderendence of FAST #SIA, Therefore, the Emrire does 
not regard the present anti-Jananese Ci'JNA as 9n essene- 
tially irreconcilable enemy, end even dvring the course 
of the development of the wer areinst the "NITED STATES 
and GR'AT RRITAIN, will cherish the hone of having anti- 
Jananese CHINA join as soon es nossible es a comnanion 
in the war for the liberation of EAST ASIA. From this 
noint of view, it will be necessary for the Emnire, in 
declaring her war aims an’ carrvine ovt other mensrres 
hereafter, to take into snecial noliticel consideration 
the relations between the vresent CFIANG rerime end the 
UNITED STATES and GREAT BRITAIN. 


. The Empire's existence as a vredominant rover is 
inserarable from the stability -nd inderendence of 
KSTA. Accordingly, it must be sid that the above

aims---the climinsation of the threst to the Emnire's 
existence, and the ending of interference with the 
stability ond indenendence of FAST ASTh---ere directly 
related to each other in substance. 


Tl. Limits of Demanos 


1. It is natvrsl that what the Fmpire demands thrroveh 
the war against the l'NITFD STATES and BPIT/IN must be 
governed by the above war aims. It is necessrry more- 
over, to decide its concrete essentials after exarining 
them separately end precisely. Fowever, to give an 
outline of them, the first rrinciple-~--to eliminate 
roots of evil from the FAS™ ACSIA area and to ensure the 
leadine nosition of JATAN in EAST ASIA---consists in 
sweering the influence of the UNITED STATES end BPITAIN 
from the various southern regions which are absolutely 
necessary to the Emnire's existence, bringing these 
regions substantially under the grasp of the Empire, 
and at the same time blocking the Anrlo-American in- 
vasion routes to EAST ASIA by severing the makeshift 
connection hetween the Anglo-American inflvence and 
Anti-Jananese CFINA. 


In deciding upon the concrete essentials of the 
Empire's demands which are to be secured through the 
war against UNI"ED STATES and BRITAIN, an important 
factor which must be considered is their correlation 
with the limits of the Empire's demands on CFIif to be 
fulfilled through the CFPINS Incident. This matter must 
be concretely investigated in deteil separately tut, in 
general, while increasing the relative importance of 
the claim of making secure the southern regions, 
attention must he given to the moderation, as far as 
possible, of the demands, particularly those for rirhts, 
on CHINA, in keepine with the degree of relative im- 
portence mentioned ahove.
